INVITATIONS  TO  VISITORS. — We  take  pleasure  in  showing-  our  stock  to 
persons  interested.  If  notified  in  time,  we  will  meet  visitors  at  the  station  on  arrival. 

APPLYING  PRIORS. — Five,  fifty  and  five  hundred  trees  of  one  class,  at  ten, 
hundred  and  thousand  rates,  respectively,  purchaser’s  selection  from  varieties  of 
one  fruit  having  a common  price.  For  instance,  fifty  or  more  peaches,  in  one  or 
more  varieties,  would  come  at  the  hundred  rate,  and  five  hundred  or  more  at  the 
thousand  rate.  The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  badly  assorted  orders,  or  to  long 
lists  made  up  of  a few  each  of  many  varieties. 

TERMS. — Cash  with  order,  if  for  immediate  shipment.  Orders  for  trees  to  be 
held  for  some  weeks  after  the  shipping  season  opens  should  also  be  accompanied 
by  full  payment.  On  orders  booked  in  advance  of  shipping  season,  25  per  cent, 
down,  with  the  balance  due  when  the  shipping  season  opens.  We  do  not  care  to 
ship  C.  O.  D. 

REMITTANCES. — To  secure  safety  and  prompt  acceptance,  remittances  should 
be  made  by  Bank  Draft,  Express  or  Post-Office  Money  Order,  Registered  Letter, 
Prepaid  Express,  or  Certified  Check. 

METHOD  OP  SHIPMENT. — Shipping  directions  should  be  plainly  written,  and 
we  urge  our  customers,  in  all  cases,  to  use  our  order  sheets.  We  shall  be  pleased  to 
forward  additional  ones  upon  application.  Kindly  indicate  whether  shipment  is  to 
be  made  by  freight,  express  or  mail.  When  method  of  shipment  is  left  to  us,  or 
when  no  directions  are  given,  we  will  ship  according  to  our  best  judgment,  by 
such  means  as  we  believe  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  our  customers. 

TRANSPORTATION  AT  PURCHASER’S  RISK  AND  EXPENSE.— All  trans- 
portation charges  are  to  be  paid  by  purchaser,  and  our  responsibility  ceases  upon 
delivery  to  forwarding  companies.  Claims  for  losses  or  damages  must  be  made 
upon  the  latter.  We  will,  however,  start  a tracer  for  delayed  shipments,  if  notified, 
and  use  every  means  at  our  command  to  secure  prompt  delivery,  or  recovery  in  case 
of  damage  or  loss. 

SHIPPING  BY  PARCEL  POST. — In  ordering  trees  or  plants  for  shipment  by 
Parcel  Post,  add  25  per  cent  to  the  list  price,  to  cover  cost  of  packing  and  postage. 

TIME  OP  SHIPMENT. — Unless  instructed  otherwise,  orders  received  during 
the  shipping  season  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  after  their  receipt  as  possible,  and 
orders  booked  in  advance  will  be  shipped  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  shipping 
season  opens. 

SHIPPING  AND  PLANTING  SEASON. — November  to  March  for  all  trees  and 
shrubs  grown  in  the  open  field.  Balled  and  pot-grown  plants  may  be  shipped  at 
any  time.  Shipments  from  March  to  November  should  go  by  express  or  post. 
Prices  in  this  catalogue  cover  the  shipping  season  of  1927  and  1928,  ending  first 
of  May,  1928. 

SELECTING  VARIETIES. — Suited  to  locality  is  of  the  first  importance,  and 
can  often  be  more  advantageously  done  by  ourselves  than  by  purchaser.  We  are 
always  glad  to  aid  our  customers  in  their  selection,  when  so  desired,  and  will,  upon 
request,  cheerfully  furnish  additional  information  in  regard  to  the  adaptability  or 
desirability  of  particular  varieties.

Let  Us  Plan  and  Plant  Your  Home  With  These  and  Other  Shrubs 

Broad-Leaved  Evergreens  have  become  one  of  the  most  important  items  for  beauti- 
fying your  home. 

A good  planting  serves  two  purposes,  utility  and  beauty.  In  the  case  of  deciduous 
trees  we  need  them  for  their  shade,  to  add  coolness  to  porches  and  rooms  otherwise 
exposed  to  the  hot  summer  sun  as  well  as  for  their  lights  and  shadows  which  break 
the  bareness  of  plain  walls.  Some  are  also  used  with  taller  growing  shrubs  and  ever- 
greens to  screen  unsightly  views  and  draw  the  eye  through  vistas  to  more  attractive 
spots.  With  screening  go  borders  and  hedges  which  serve  to  define  property  lines  and 
make  pleasant  groups.  Even  in  small  borders  there  are  many  flowering  shrubs  to  select, 
and  color  effects  of  bloom  and  berries  may  be  obtained  for  many  months. 

Every  house  has  its  own  individuality,  needing  individual  treatment  to  blend  it  into 
its  surroundings.  The  foundation  planting  of  a small  house  demands  most  careful 
thought,  as  the  future  result  must  be  considered  and  not  simply  the  immediate  effect. 
A poorly  balanced  planting  after  a few  years  will  defeat  its  purpose. 


GARDENIA  (Cape  Jasmine) 

Very  popular  evergreen  shrubs  with 
bright,  glossy  foliage.

Handle  carefully  so  that  the  ball  of  earth  may 
remain  intact.  Place  the  evergreen  in  the  hole  prepared,  burlap  as  well,  cut  the  string 
and  with  a sharp  knife  cut  the  burlap  all  the  way  around  the  ball.  Fill  the  hole  half 
full  of  good  rich  dirt  and  soak  well  with  water ; as  soon  as  the  water  has  settled  the 
soil  fill  up  level  with  top  of  the  ground.  To  insure  success  in  the  transplanting  of 
evergreens,  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  kept  well  watered  until  they  get  started.

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DECIDUOUS  SHRUBS 

It  is  seldom  that  a home  in  the  country,  suburb  or  town  cannot  be  improved  in  ap- 
pearance and  greatly  enhanced  in  value  by  the  judicious  treatment  of  the  grounds,  irre- 
spective of  size;  and  for  this  purpose  many  flowering  shrubs  lend  themselves  most  ad- 
mirably. Shrubbery,  properly  planted  and  massed,  is  most  effective  in  bringing  out 
certain  features  of  the  lawn,  to  screen  some  unsightly  building  or  object,  or  to  break 
the  outline  of  foundation  walls. 

Along  the  drive,  the  walk  or  the  edge  of  the  lawn,  borders  of  shrubs  may  be  planted 
that  will  give  a succession  of  bloom  from  early  spring  until  frost.  Even  after  the  leaves 
have  dropped,  the  brilliant  berries  and  branches  of  many  varieties  add  cheer  and  color 
to  the  winter  landscape.  Frequently  one  finds  a spot  that  suggests  the  use  of  an  indi- 
vidual specimen — a variety  should  be  selected  that  will  develop  symmetrically. 


PLANTING  AND  CULTIVATING  SHRUBS 

We  "strongly  emphasize  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  ground  free  from  weeds  and 
grass,  and  loose  by  frequent  stirring,  after  being  planted. 

The  success  of  your  plants  depends  upon  proper  pruning.  All  deciduous  shrubs 
should  be  pruned  annually.  The  tops  and  branches  should  be  cut  back  one-third,  all 
dead  branches  and  weak  growth  should  be  removed,  and  care  must  be  exercised  not  to 
cut  off  the  blooming  wood.  All  shrubs  that  flower  on  the  previous  year’s  growth  should 
not  be  pruned  until  June  or  July,  after  the  blooming  period  has  passed.  To  this  class 
belong  the  Altheas,  Deutzias,  Forsythias,  Philadelphus,  Spirea,  etc.  Do  not  fail  to 
fertilize  your  shrubs  at  least  once  a year.

We  really  believe  that  a Pecan  Grove, 
properly  cared  for,  is  a better  investment 
than  life  insurance.  Properly  handled, 
Pecan  Trees  will  begin  paying  dividends 
in  from  five  to  seven  years.

In  planting,  the  trees  should  be  planted 
as  deep  or  a trifle  deeper  than  they  stood 
in  the  nursery  row,  and  if  the  Summer 
after  they  are  planted  is  extremely  dry, 
the  trees  should  be  well  watered.  Care 
should  be  used  in  planting  to  see  that  the 
roots  are  firmly  placed  in  the  soil.  They 
should  be  carefully  cultivated  and  ferti- 
lized. The  only  pruning  necessary  is  to 
shape  the  head  as  desired,  and  this,  of 
course,  should  be  done  during  the  first 
year’s  growth.
